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TITANIC GOES DOWN AGAIN AT CLEVELAND MUSEUM OF ART 


(Cleveland, OH) In a two-program series in April, the Cleveland Museum of Art reminds 
audiences that James Cameron wasn’t the first filmmaker to mine the story of the doomed 
luxury liner Titanic for dramatic potential. So from the graveyard of old movies about the 
Titanic, CMA film program coordinator John Ewing has raised three buried treasures from 
the depths: Atlantic and a vintage newsreel on Wednesday the first, and A Night to Remem- 
ber on Friday the 24th. Says Ewing: “Hubris and icebergs — the story of the Titanic has two 
great elements that are fated to clash. The conclusion is foregone, but the voyage to the 
bottom of the North Atlantic seems to be a compelling tale no matter how many times it is 
told.”
